Hildreth 
in 1011 after havina: he# n tiftli in l!»H» ami sixteenth in loiio. dnrinu which latter year he r*‘ enata^eii in 
raeln;: as an owner after a retirement of several s'*asons. S. Hildreth, the leader for 1011. is in rrance

.Next to .Mr. Sclntrr in the winning owners list of the y.*ar comes H. O. Bedw<*ll. with the highly credit- 
at::e record of H»;: races won and stable earnings of j? 47.4.-»2. The liedwcll horses won far more frequently 
than those of any oilier stable. TIh'.v are for the most iiari what would lie characterized as ra<*ers of the 
useful type ami their vii iorics were principally achieved in overnight purse ra«*es. The Bedwell stable was 
ninth in the list for mil, aft<*r liaving lieen returned to racing in tlie middle of the season following a r**- 
tiiement of ovi r a year. It is a coincidence Hiat it should also have lieen ninth the year before, when it 
I'Uewi.s** w.is raceil during on y a part of tlte season. In mttji .Mr. Hedwell was thlnl to S. (’. Hildretli ami 
lames U. Keene in the winning owners list, which was the tirst season in whi<*h he was es|>eclall.v pronii- 
iieiit. although he liad made a fairly g(M»<l showing during tlte previous year. 

H. C. Halb nlK*ck. a wealthy New Yorker for whom Frank .M. 'lay'loi* trains a fonniiiable stable during 
tin* snininer and fall only, stamls third among the winning owners of Hu* .vear. The ilallenlMn’k horses won 
r«‘rty-om* race>. and J?':.':.S47. making a coiisiilerably better showing than in 1911. wiien the stable |M»sition 
V as eighth. It was in 1911 that Mr. Hallenbeck i*ntere<l racing as an owner. Foilow'ing in tin* order naim*d 
c« im* K. T. M’ilson, the well-known presitlent of the Saratoga .VssiM*ialion. who has always tigureil pronii- 
m*ntly in ilie winning list; It. F. Carman. aiKdher .New Yorker who has racetl a stable successfully for sev 
I ijil y«*ars; KolN>ri Davies, a Toronto business man wtio cauM' into racing on an extensive st*ale foi* the tirst 
time; flu* Tennessee Stable, in which name F. .1. Fons races his horses, and T. C. .McDowell, the well 
known Kentuckian, all of whom won in excess of $3o.tM)9.

'I’he new' regulations presi-rlhe that all b<*tting 
shall heneeforih lie hy the mutnel system, lints 
ahoii.shiug atll Isvok making in the eoiinly and this 
has Ims*ii streinioiisly o]ipt«sn«| hy the half mile track 
promoters, of whom there are four. 'I'wo weeks ago 
the eoiiiiiiission slated Hi:tt it likely would render 
.•r de<*islon ill regard to :i piotest tlte small track 
owners were making lM*f<*re the first of Hie year, 
hut tills will not l*e done f«H' several days. 'fhe 
law will have to stand as It is. unless the coinmls 
aioQ rescinds or uiueinls its ruling.
